"WASHINGTON, ¢ Oct. 19.—Formal rec- 
ognition by the Upited States of the de 
facto Government of Mexico, with Gen- 
Venustiano Carranza as chief executive, 
Was accomilished at noon today by the 
delivery to Gen. Carranza's representa- 
tive, Eliseo Arredondo, at the Mexican 
embaasy of a letter from Secretary Lan- 
sing. Recognition letters from the Pan- 
American conferees, similar in tone, 
also were received by Arredondo. 

“The communication from Secretary 
Lansing was sent by messenger and 
later Arredondo was invited to the State 
Department by the Secretary for a gen- 
eral conference on Mexican affairs. 

Tomorrow Arredondo will start for 
Saltillo, Mexico, to meet Gen. Car- 
ranza and present to him the letters and 
notes of recognition from the several 
Governments of Central and South 
America, which arrived during the day, 
in accordance with the decision of the 

can conference yesterday. 

. Recognition by other nations than 
‘those represented in the Pan-American 
conference is expected to follow soon. 
Great Britain probably will be one of 
the first of these. The British Charge 
da’ Affaires at Mexico City, T. B. Hoh- 
ler, now is in New York and is expect- 
ed here tomorrow. He will communicate 
to the British Foreign Office the action 
of the United States, and British recog- 
nition is expected through him, the Brit- 
ish embassy here taking no part in 
Mexican affairs. 

Although no final decision has been 
reached as to the appointment of an 
American Ambassador to Mexico City, 
the most likely choice is Henry F.

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PRESIDENT CASTS VOTE FOR 
SUFFRAGE; REFUSES TO POSE 


“This Is Too Serious a Matter to Be Made Spec- 
tacle of,” He Tells Photographers at 
Princeton—Returning to Washington. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 19.—Presi- 
dent Wilson came to his legal residence 
here today and voted for woman suf- 
frage in the balloting on a constitution- 
al amendment submitted to the people 
by the Legislature. The President ar- 
rived shortly afternoon. He left im- 


mediately after voting and is due to ar- 
rive in Washington at 6:30 o’clock this 
evening. He was accompanied here by 
Secretary Tumulty and several White 
House employes who also vote in New 
Jersey. 

The President was warmly greeted at 
the station by a large crowd of Prince- 
ton students. He bowed, smiled: and 
raised his hat as he heard the familiar 
Princeton yells. Forming about the 
President, the students marched with 
Him tothe polling booth singing Prince- 
ton songs and cheering. Several suf- 
fragists were at the station and 
thanked the President for his announce- 
ment that the would vote to give them 
the ballot. 

As the President handed the election 
officer his ballot, a corps of photogra- 
phers asked him to pose, 


“No,” he said, this is too serious a 
matter to make a spectacle of.“ 

After voting. the President walked 
about Princeton campus, attended by 
the students. He left the town ahead. 
of his schedule to get lunch on his pri- 
vate car. On his way to the station a 
boy driving a grocery wagon almost 
ran over the President. The boy saw the 
crowd, but did not see Mr. Wilson.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—Startling 

testimony relative to conditions in tha 
aviation gection of the Signal Corps of 
the army before the courtmartial of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lewis E. Goodier, 
Judge Advocate of the Western Depart- 
ment, cause military men to predict 
that it would not be surprising if Con- 
gress investigated the entire aviation 
service. ‘ 
Two witnesses, both officers of the 
army, testified that certain officers of 
the aviation section drew flying pay 
or a 3% per cent inerease of regular pay 
for hazardous work who could not op- 
erate aeroplanes at all, a condition that 
one/ of the officers mm, as 
“rotten graft.” 

Absolute ignorance ‘of the needs of 
the service was charged against the 
commander of San Diego Army Avia- 
tion School, Capt. Arthur 8. Cowan, 
Signal Corps, an officer under whom 
six military aviators have gone to their 


deaths. 


Testimony was presented that Cowan 
and Col. Samuel Reber, chief of the 
aviation service in Washington, played 
favorites in selecting and retaining of- 
ficers for uviation duty and that merit 
counted nothing against the personal 
favor of these officers, and more par- 
ticularly Cowan. 

Col. Goodier is on trial for trying to 
incite officers to prefer charges against 
Cowan. The testimony showed that 
Col. Goodier, as Judge Advocate, gave 
advice to the officers who did prefer 
the Cowan charges—charges that never 
came to trial—but, according to the two 
Government witnesses, such advice was 
given only on request and the advice 
did not tend to make the officers turn 
ag unst Cowan.

Raiders Say They Are Followers

The day coach also 
remained on the track. No Pullmans 
were carried and few passengers were 
aboard. 

The robbery was conducted by five or 
six Mexican bandits clad in khaki uni- 
forms and with cheap straw hats, while 
outside the train some 15 or 20 more, 
Mexicans kept up 4 constant fire, ap- 
parently shooting either over or beneath 
the train. 

After the robbery the Mexicans burned 
a trestle north of them. This prevented 
prompt arrival of United States sol- 
diers from San Benito, who had to 
leave their special and hike a mile to 
the wrecked train. San Benito is the 
nearest station north of Olmito. 

Stery of the Raid. 

John W. Sword of Pinesville, Ky., a 
former United States soldier, said that; 
he and three soldiers occupied a corner 
seat in the front end of the smoking 
car. The soldiers, McBee, Brishear and 
Laymon, were in uniform. There was a 
lurch and the four men pitched for- 
ward. As the train came to a stop he 
noticed five or six Mexicans crowding 
into the rear end of the coach, next to 
the first-class day coach. The Mexicans 
came forward, firing revolvers. The 
first firing was directed at the United 
States army uniforms worn by Sword's 
companions. All three were hit. They 
were regular passengers, without arms. 
The Mexicans seemed nervous at first, 
but grew bold and noisy when the pas- 
sengers did not shoot at them.

| Robberies in Day Coach, 

Sword hid $90 in bills and gave the 
bandits 40 cents when they robbed him. 
He was permitted to escape to the other | 
coach.

BULGARS CAPTURE 
IMPORTANT TOWN 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 19.—The 
Austrian army, which is invading Ser- 
via over the Save front, along the north- 
western border, apparently has its 
movement well under way, after mect- 
ing with determined opposition from the 
Servians. Army headquarters today an- 
nounced the capture of the town of 
Obrenovatz, south of Belgrade. On the 
Danube front the Austrians have made 
a further advance. The ps of Gen. 
von Gallwitz have occupied several 
points of strategic importance. 

The War Office also announced that 
the Bulgarian army of invasion had 
captured the Servian town of Vranya 
on the railroad between Saloniki and 
Nish. Cutting of this line means the 
stoppage of a rapid advance of allied 
reinforcements for the Servians from 
Saloniki. 

The report of operations on the Bal- 
kan front is as follows: 

“Austro-Hungarian troops under Gen. 
Koevess captured the town of Qbren- 
ovatz. 

“South of Belgrade the German and 
Austro-Hungarian units, after the bat- 
tle, reached the heights east of Vranio, 
south of Ripanj and south of Grocka, 
on the Danube.

“Your correspondent learns from a 
well-informed source that the abandor- 
ment of the Dardanelles campaign by 
France and Great Britain already has 
been decided upon. Russian circles in- 
terested in this matter have been in- 
formed that the allies will not suspend 
operations on the Gallipoli Peninsula all 
at once, but will gradually withdraw 
troops from there. 

“Military circles of the entente Pow- 
ers are fully convinced of the hopeless- 
ness of the Dardanelles undertaking in 
its present form.’’

Resignations Freely Talked Of. 


The newspaper adis that ministe- 
rial resignations are freely talked 
about and says the very existence 
of the coalition Government may 
soon be in jeopardy. 

Asking where an alternative gov- 
ernment is to come from, the Chron- 
icle contends that even if the con- 
scriptionists should succeed in form- 
ing an administration they would be 
without a majority in Parliament 
and have at least half the nations 
arrayed against them. 


The Morning Post, the leading con- 
servative newspaper, says editorially: 

“Sir Edward Carson resigned on the 
Near Eastern question. The Govern- 
ment, against his strong advice and 
urgent counsel, allowed that ques- 
tion to drift, and Sir Edward Carson, 
who had strong convictions on what 
he regarded as the right policy for 
the country, refused to share the re- 
sponsibility for the results of post- 
poning or evading a decision. We 
cannot quarrel with him for taking 
the momentous step. On the con- 
trary no man of intellect and courage 
could remain in a Government which 
dallies with and postpones its deci-

The department does not take the 
view that submarines will dominate the 
sea in the near future. The Americans 
have not allowed themselves to be mis- 
led and blinded through superficial judg- 
ment of the abnormal appearance of 
the present naval warfare in north Eu- 
ropean waters. 

Americans Not Misled. 

The real cause of these abnormal ap- 
pearances lie, as repeatedly stated, in 
the comparatively weak German high 
sea fleet, in the strategically unfavor- 
able geographical conditions in the 
North Sea and its coasts. The Ameri- 
cans have not been misled by this, and 
their naval authorities, through their 
n@w program, show that more than ever 
do they consider big ships as the de- 
cisive weapon in naval warfare. 

‘Incidentally, for the first time, an 
American naval program calls for bat- 
tle cruisers and, aside from those, a 
large number of destroyers and subma- 
rines. That was to be expected, be- 
cguse the importance of submarines as 
a weapon of modern naval warfare, 
alongside fast battleships, probably will 
no longer be questioned by anyone. 

„It is noteworthy, too, that, in the 
United States, destroyers are not con- 
sidered obsolete or replaceable by sub- 
marines. Whatever development in 
submarines there may be, no conscious- 
ly responsible Government can make its 
future ideas and future wishes the basis 
for a naval building program to be 
carried out in the near future.“

Man Who Got $750 on Fraudu- 
lent Paper at Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., Trailed to Cairo, III.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Oct. 19.— 
William H. Stubblefield Jr., presi- 
dent of the Sturdivant Bank here, 
told today the details of a spectacu- 
lar 60-mile automobile chase from 
Cape Girardeau to Cairo, III., after 
two men who had cashed at his bank 
a fraudulent check for $750. After 11 
hours’ pursuit the two men, who had 
fled in trains, auto and a ferryboat 
across the Mississippi River, were 
captured and brought back here 


without the formality of getting ex- 
tradition papers. 

The prisoners are Larkin Flanni- 
gan, 30 years old, of Osceola, Ark., 
a widely known forger whose rec- 
ord is in the Rogue's Gallery at St. 
Louis, and Walter Farnsworth, 35, of 
New York. 

“At 12:15 o'clock yesterday,“ the bank 
president said, Flannigan entered the 
bank and asked to have cashed a check 
for $750, made payable to W. Birchfiel, 
Secretary of the Grassy Lake Drainage 
Co., Osceola, Ark. The drainage com- 
Pany bas an account at the bank, and 
as the check appeared to be all right, 
W. P. Oliver, the assistant cashier, 
cashed it.

At Illmo we found that they had missed 
connection with a St. Louis & Gulf 
train for Commerce and had hired an 
automobile for the 10-mile trip to Com- 
merce. At Commerce we learned that 
they had ferried across the Mississippi 
River in the automobile. 

We ferried across and started to- 
ward Cairo and at Olive Branch we met 
the automobile which they had used, 
The driver told us. he had left them at 
a saloon in Cairo. 

$700 Is Recovered. 

“I telephoned from Olive Branch to 
the Cairo Chief of Police and gave him 
the address of the saloon. He sent po- 
licemen there and the two men were 
found at 11:30 p. m. in a room above 
the saloon, which they had taken for 
the night. Flannigan had $700. 

We found them at the police station 
when we arrived. We identified them 
and they admitted they were the men 
who had obtained the money. 

We had brought the other automo- 
bile back with us from Olive Branch 
and the two men were plaé¢ed in it, in 
charge of Beeze and Taylor, and after 
midnight we started on the return trip.

UNION ELECTRICS 
EXPENSES FOR FIVE 
VEARS $8,447 245 


General Manager Testifies 
Aldermanic Inquiry Looking 
to City Owning Plant. 


in 


The total operating expenses of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. for 
the five years from 1910 to 1914 inclusive, 
according to testimony given yesterday 
afternoon before a special committee 
of the Board of Aldermen at the city 
hall by Vice President and General 
Manager A. C. Einstein of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co., were 
$8,447,245. The ordinary expenses for 
the same period, he said, were $5,710,907. 
He did not explain what “ordinary” 
expenses were. The total expenses from 
January to September this year were 
$1,536,888, he said. The committee is in- 
quiring into the feasibility of municipal 
ownership of electric lightng. 

The company figured depreciation, 
President Einstein said, on the basis of 
a percentage of the gross earnings. Some 
years it was as low as 10 per cent and 
sometimes as high as 20 per cent. What- 
ever was left at the end of the year in 
the various appropriations was turned 
into the reserve fund, which is now 
$1,555,001. The money in this fund, he 
said, was used in the business as capital, 
the same as money in the bank. 

Chairman Schwartz wanted to know 
if 5 per cent was not considered the 
correct appropriation for depreciation. 
President Einstein said 5 per cent was 
correct when depreciation was figured 
on the physical property, but the Union 
company figured it on the gross revenue. 
Eleven per cent of the total revenue, 
President Einstein said, was derived 
from the general public. The taxes this 
year ran about $1000 a day. 

Chairman Schwartz asked him if the 
Union company was not under contract 
with the Keokuk company to supply its 
Customers with current at any time 
that the Keokuk company was unable 
to do so. President Einstein answered 
that he did not believe that the Union 
company was bound by the contract to 
furnish any power except to supply its 
own deficiencies in case of failure of 
the Keokuk current. The Union com- 
pany, he aid, had never furnished any 
power to the Keokuk company. The 
only public service corporations to whivsh 
it furnished current were the United 
Railways Co. and the Electric Co. of 
Missouri.

no's Owner of Pitched 
Ball on Way t to Plate? 


Different Answer by Each of Three Judges Here, 
One Agreeing With Eastern Instructor 
That the Pitcher Is Possessor. 


When a baseball is thrown by a pitch- 
er toward a batsman, who is in legal 
possession of the ball when it is. midway 
between the pitcher and the home plate 


—the pitcher, the batter or the catcher? 

This problem was propounded last 
week to the freshman class of the New 
Jersey Law School at Newark, N. J., 
by Dr. Calvin McLelland. Members of 
the class, after long discussion, were 
relieved by Dr. McLelland’s announce- 
ment that the ball still was in the legal 
possession of the pitcher. 

Dr. McLelland presented this unique 
cuestion to demonstrate the law of pos- 
session and the task of solving it was 
taken up by the baseball fans. There 
wags a variety of answers. Some promi- 
nent lawyers in Newark agreed with the 
teacher that the pitcher possessed the 
thrown ball while it was in the air be- 
cause his power over it had not been in- 
terrupted by the batsman or the 
catcher. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter today pre- 
sented the problem to the Judges of 
the Circuit Court at St. Louis and each 
ef the three Judges who wrestled with it 
arrived at a different conclusion. One 
said the batsman possessed itt one said 
it belonged to the catcher and the third 
agreed with Dr. McLelland that the bal 
was still in the pitcher’s legal posses- 
gion. 

Judge Withrow’s Opinion. 

Judge James E. Withrow’consulted a 
law book whose author claims it con- 
tains something about all the baseball 
cases ever titigated. But there was 
nothing in it that answered the ques- 
tion propounded by Dr. MeLelland. 

„IJ would say that the catcher, to 
whom the ball is thrown, possesses the 
ball, although it still is in the air,’’ 
Judge Withrow said. 1 do this on 
the theory of his being the consignee, 
the same as a merchant to whom goods 
have been shipped. In the latter case 
the merchant, although he may not have 


received the goods, is the owner of 
them, a bill of lading having been is- 
sued, and he can sue for a loss of them. 
Certainly I wotld not say that the 
pitcher still possessed the ball after he 
has thrown it away, That seems silly 
te me, but then I may be wrong, as it 


has been a long time since I played | 


baseball.” 
Thinks It’s the Batter’s Ball. 

Wilson A. Taylor, presiding Judge of 
the Circuit Court, thought a ball in the 
air ought to be anybody's ball and that 
the possesscr of it would be the first 
player to get it. 

However, legally, it might be said 
that the player at bat would be the 
possessor of the ball after it was thrown 
by the pitcher,” Judge Taylor said. 
“The pitcher immediately lost posses- 
sion by his very act of throwing the 
ball. Now, whom did he throw or de- 
liver it to, the catcher or the fellow 
batting? Many would say he was throw- 
ing the ball for the catcher to catch. 
That no doubt is what he hoped would 
happen, but the fans who pay to see 
the game do not pay to see a game 
of catch between the pitcher and catch- 
er, so, from a business viewpoint, the 
idea of the owners of the ball clubs 
must be that the pitcher throws the 
ball for the batter to hit.

LOAN LIGENSE BLL 
S UNOPPOSED AT 
PUBLIC. HEARING 


Measure Aimed at Money 
“Sharks” Will Be Recommend- 
ed to Aldermen for Passage. 


No “loan shark” appeared at a public 
hearing last night to oppose a Dill ex- 
acting a high license of all who make 
loans, and members of the Legislative 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
say they will recommend the passage 
of the bill at an early meeting. 

The measure provides that all 
make loans of any kind shall take out 
a city license at a cost of $500 a year, 
plus $5 for each $1000 of loans in the 
previous 12 months. It requires also 
that the City License Collector be per- 
mitted to inspect daily. the records of 
loans to determine that not more than 
8 per cent interest, the legal limit in 
Missouri, is charged. 

John W. Calhoun, temporary chief of 
the Municipal Free Legal Aid Bureau, 
advocated the passage of the bill with- 
out amendment, unless the committee 
should consider the $5 per $1000 of loans 
too high. Calhoun said that in his opin- 
ion the bili would require banks anc 
real estate companies to take out a loan 
merchants’ license, and that these in- 
stitutions ought to be required to pay 
a higher license than now. Banks pay 
$200 a year and real estate companies 
pay nothing for the privilége of engag- 
ing in the loan business. 

Hugh K. Warner, an attorney, who is 
revising the city code, prepared the bill 
at the request of Alderman Adam Reis. 
Arthur Blumeyer, cashier of the In- 
dustrial Loan Co., advocated the pas- 
sage of the bill as a means of supres- 
sing usurious “loan sharks,“ although he 
said the tax of $5 per $1000 would be a 
burden on his company, which has 
made $700,000 of loans in a year. He 
though this proposed tax should be re- 
duced or eliminated. 


POLICEMAN IN LOS ANGELES 
KILLED IN AUTO THIEF HUNT 


Sergeant Fired Upon When He Calls 
at Home of Suspect—Had Ar- 
rested Three Men. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 19.—Police 
Sergeant J. S. Toolen was shot dead 
here early today in a roundup of auto- 
mobile thieves. The whole available 
police force scattered to the hills be- 
yond the city, hunting Harry Duncan, 

at whose home Toolen was shot. 

Toolen went to Duncan’s home and 
asked for him. Duncan’s mother said 
he was not in. Ineredulous, Toolen 
stepped inside and was standing at the 
foot of a stairway questioning the moth- 
er when a shot from the head of the 
stairs struck him in the head and he 
Another bullet pierced his heart. 

Patrolman White, who had accompa- 
nied Toolen, ran to get aid. As he 
jumped into the police automobile a 
tusillade of shots was fired at him from 
the house. When White returned with 
reserves Duncan was not to be found. 

Three men arrested last night by 
Toolen, the police say, confessed stealing 
many valuable automobiles, implicating 
Duncan as one of their band.

Reigning Member Tells How] 


Family Suffered, but Says 
“They Have Done Duty.“ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19.~-The American 
prints the following from a especial eor- 
respondent in Berlin under date of 


Sept. 22:

field of battle. Sad? Yes. But it 

must be endured with fortitude.”’ 

In this simple way Leonard, reigning 
Prince of Lippe, spoke of family losses 
in the war, unequalled in the records of 
any other royal house in Europe. There 
was even a note of pride in his voice. 
They had done their duty. There was 
nothing more to be said. | 

Prince Leopold had recetved me at 
his ancient castle, built more than a 
thousand years ago, at the feet of the 
Teutonburger mountains. It was here 


that the Roman legions were driven } 


back and destroyed by the united tribes 
of Teutons under Arminius, 20 centuries 


ago. 

First to fall, as Prince Leopold told 
me the story, was his uncle, his father’s 
brother, Prince Frederick William Zur 
Lippe, Prince Frederick William was a 
Colonel of infantry. 

In the very first month of the war 
it fell to his lot to lead a charge on 
Liege. His color bearer was killed. A 
comrade, seizing the flag, took his pigce. 
He, too, was shot down,.and a third 
when Prince Frederick William leaped 
into the breach. He had been wounded 
but hig courage was undiminished. 

Falig Fatally Wounded. 

“Onward, boys!” he shouted, and 
waved the regimental colors over his 
head. Cheering, his men followed in the 
face of a withering fire. Another bullet 
found ite target in the Prince’s body. 
Beaten down, he pulled himself to his 
knees, then to his feet. But it was 
apparent he could net go on. Yet still 
he made the effort. When he found 
that it was impossible he passed the 
fiag to one of his men. 

Just at that moment the third bullet 
struck him. He fell, to rise no more. 

Prince Leopold’s brother-in-law was 
the next victim. He was Prince Frederic 
of Gaxe-Meinenge, a brother of the 


reigning Duke and husband of Prince } 


Leopald's sister Adelheid. He ranked 
as a Major-General. It was near Namur 
that he met his end. 

Prince Frederick's son, Prince Ernest 
of Saxe-Meinenger, nephew of Prince 
Leopold, fell near Maubuege. 

Two cousins, Princes of the house of 
Lippe-Weissenfels, a branch, line of the 
reigning family, died in battle. 

“But it must be borne with fortitude,” 
Prince Leopold told me. “It is a fight 
for uberty. Prince or subject—what 
does it matter? The blood of many 
other families in Germany, high and 
tow, has been spilt.

Wen I saw my 
then, immediately after one of 
the * battles of the war and ob- 
served their bearing, I knew that Ger-

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RIVER BILL MADE 
TO ARMY BOARD 


Farmers, Shippers and Others 
Argue for the $20,000,000 
Project Reported Adversely. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 19.—The 
Missouri Valley’s struggle for a contin- 
uance of Government support in improv- 
ing the Missouri River was continued 
here today when scores of representa- 
tives of civic organizations, shippers and 
farmers appeared before a board of 
army engineers to show why the board 
should not adopt the report of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Herbert Deakyne, who, in 
April, 1915, recommended that the $20,- 
000,000 project for improvement of the 


waterway be abandoned as impractica 
ble. 

More than 200 persons from the terri- 
tory drained by the river and from 
tributary districts affected by a change 
in Government policy toward it were in 
the Commercial Club rooms when the 
board convened. 

W. P. Borland, representative in Con- 
gress from the Fifth Missouri District, 
on behalf of the supporters of the river, 
presented a lengthy brief reviewing the 
history of the stream. 

Testimony From Farmers, 

It contained testimony from farmere, 
shippers and commercial organizations 
setting forth reasons for continued im- 
provement of the river. 

We intend to show this board,” said 


Representative Boyland, “that the 
movement of traffic on the Missouri 
River between Kansas City and St. 
Louis has grown more rapidly than the | 
improvements of the river by the Gov- | 
ernment have progressed and that, not- 
withstanding the disadvantages of navi- 
gation on a partially improved river, 
commerce has shown a marked increase 
each season as the shipping public be- 
came familiar with the advantage and 
cheapness of water transportation. 
Big Growth in a Year. 

The growth from 1914 to 1915 was 142 
per cent. Much of the traffic moving 
down stream is the surplus agricultural 
products of the states west of the 
river. 

These products move in their natural 
state, as bulk wheat for export, or in 
a manufactured state, as flour ‘and 
feed. The increase of tonnage on in- 
coming freight has been of high grade 
merchandise such as dry goods, planos 
and shoes. 

There is not an inland waterway in 
the United States today showing as 
large a percentage of traffic in high- 
grade merchandise as the Missouri Riv- 
er between Kansas City ‘and St. Louis. 
The stream is in the direct line of east 
and west traffic and necessarily influ- 
ences rateg on all of the country to the 
west and south of it. We shall show 
further that the growth of traffic in 
this territory is rapidly exceeding the 
rail facilities, and the river is needed 
as an additional and highly expansive 
means of communication. 

Shortage of Cars. 

A great shortage of cars is occur- 
ing this fall on all the Western rail- 
roads. An additional line of railroads 
from Kansas City to St. Louis would 
cost almost as much as the 320,000, 
000 necessary to improve the river 
and would not furnish equai facilities. 
We expect to show, in addition, that the 
sudden lowering of rates by the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal will force 
manufacturers and jobbers to the At- 
lantic seaboard if they are competing 
for any foreign or Pacific Coast trade. 

“It will be a relative disadvantage 
to the manufacturers in the Mississippi 
Valley, between the Alleghenies and the 
Rockies, unless a general system of wa- 
ter transportation through the gulf 
ports can be connected with the Pana- 
ma Canal. 

To abandon the Improvement of the 
inland waterways at this time is to kill 
the growth in the Mississippi Valley.“ 

Rate Experts Called. 

Following the presentation of the brief 
Mr. Borland called as witnesses many 
rate experts, jobbers, shippers and 
business men from the #dffected terri- 
tory.

The indictment against Rintelen 
charges that the conspiracy began last 
July, when Rintelen appeared in the 
Federal District Court and appiled for 
@ passport to travel in belligerent coun- 
tries as Edward V. Gates, a native of 
Pennsyivania. Meloy swore the appli- 
cant’s name was Gates. The passport 
was not issued. . But Meloy and Rin- 
telen, who was provided with a Swiss 
passport bearing the name of Edward 
V. Gasche, sailed for Holland and were 
stopped at Falmouth.

SHOE MACHINERY 
SUIT FIRST UNDER 
THE CLAYTON AUT 


Washington Officials Watching 
Outcome of St. Louis Case 
With Deep Interest. 


i 
By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The suit filed 
by. the Government in St. Louis against 
the United Shoe Machinery Co. is the 
first one to be instituted under the Clay- 
ton act. While Attorney-General Greg- 
ory will not discuss the case in any 
details, nor outline what effect a victory 
for the Government would have in re- 
spect to the shoe machinery business, 
Department of Justice officials here be- 
lieve that if their contentions are sus- 
tained it will result in a decrease in 
the price of shoes to the ultimate con- 
sumer. 

Brought Suit a Year Ago. 

The Attorney-General instituted a suit 
against the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
in Boston a year or more ago, charging 
it with violating the Sherman anti-trust 
flaw by maintaining a monopoly and 
driving out competition. 

Arguments were heard, but the Circuit 
Court of Massachusetts refused to sus- 
tain the contention of the Government 
and ordered the suit against the com- 
pany dismissed. Under the terms of the 
Clayton law the Government now feels 
that it has the power to deal with the 
company and to regulate its activities. 

It specifies certain grounds for juris- 
diction in the petition filed in St. Louis 
yesterday. Among other things, it is 
charged the company is selling machin- 
ery, supplies and making repairs and 
in certain instances have fixed prices on 
condition that the purchaser of shoe 
machinery shall not use the output ot 
competitors of the company. 

Such action, the Government con- 

tends, substantially lessens competition 
and tends to create a monopoly in that 
branch of interstate commerce which 
relates to the shoe machinery busines: 
and is in direct violation of the terms 
of the Clayton law. 
Officials at the Department of Jus- 
tice are watching with the deepest in- 
terest the outcome of the suit filed in 
St. Louis. Independent shoe machinery 
manufacturers from aN parts of the 
country are charging that the United 
Shoe Machinery Co. practically dictates 
the policy of its competitors and 
through unfair methods controls the 
trade of the entire country in the shoe 
machinery business. 


SHOE MACHINERY 
CO. IS RESTRAINED 


Suit was begun yesterday by the United 
States Department of Justice in tne 
United States District Court in St. Louis 
to enjoin the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. from enforcing its teases under 
which its machinery is used by shoa 
manufacturing companies, on the allega- 
tion that it is a monopoly. 

The new action is brought under the 
Clayton anti-trust act, which became a 


Under the order made by Judge Dyer 
yesterday afternoon the company is en- 
joined from enforcing the provisions of 
its leases until Oct. 27, when the appll- 
cation of the Government for a tempo- 
rary injunction will be heard. 

The Government's petition charges 
that the United Shoe Machinery Co. is 
a monopoly controlling 98% per cent of 
the shoe machinery business of ths 
United States, its principal business be- 
ing the leasing and selling of shoemak- 
ing machines. 

It is charged that its prices are fixed 
on an agreement with the purchaser or 
lessee that he will not use the machinery 
of a competitor; that it grants rebates in 
consideration of the use by the lessee of 
other of its machinery, and that custom- 
ers who agree not to use machines of 
competitors obtain prices 10 per cent 
lower than customers who do not 80 
agree. 

Another charge is that purchasers or 
lessees may obtain some machines un- 
der a form of lease which permits the 
use of machines of competitors on the 
payment to the United company of an 
extra charge or royalty. 

Leases Bring Big Revenue. 

The petition charges that in a factory 
having an output of from 25,000 to 30,000 
pairs of shoes a May, the annual 
amount of these extra charges, which 
in — leases are referred to as “initial 
premiums,’ would amount 
pent to about

Chancellor of British ‘Diocise, Says

LONDON, Oct. 19.— The wall of a

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IAPANESE LEAVE 
LITTLE TRACE OF 
TSINGTAU’S SIEGE 


All Damage Done by the Big 
Guns of the Mikado Has 
Been Repaired. 


Speeial Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


TSINGTAU, Sept. 6.—Few traces re- 
main of the long siege which resulted 
in this city passing from the Germans 
to the Japanese. By means of aeroplane 
scouts the Japenese were able to direct 
the fire of their big guns against the 


forts of the surrounding heights so ac- 
curately that little damage was done to 
anything but the military strongholds. 
A few stray shells landed ir the city. 
Pieces of shell did slight darnage to the 
American consulate. The Brazilian con- 
Sulate was wrecked. A corner was 
knocked off the Prinz Heinrich Hotel, 
a pretentious building on the water- 
front. But all damaged walls have been 
repaired and the beautiful city which 
the Germans carved out of the granite 
hills facing Kiauchau Bay is moving 
along peacefully, little changed \except- 
ing that Japanese have replaced Ger- 
mans. 

Instead of 3500 Europeans who lived 
here previous to the siege, 12, 500 Jap- 
t nese have gettled here. Many cf these 
have opened shops and taken over busi- 
ness which tre Germans had von dus tel. 
The Japanese Government discourage 
this rush, which was overdone to the ex- 
tent that many of the new shops have 
had to close. 

Military necessity'“ has enabled Jap- 
anese officials to take over inany pri- 
vate institutions as well as the public 
buildings. Lieutenant-Cclonel Yosh:- 
mura, the military Governor, occupies 
the handsome stone structure formerly 
usec by Col. Waldeck the Germain Gover- 
nor of the concession, who is now 4 
prisoner in Japan. This imposing build- 
ing surmounts a high knoll in the heart 
of the European section of the city and 
the great white flag with the red moon 
in it which floats from the lofty tower 
is the first thing which meets the eye 
of a’ visitor entering on the railway 
manned hy Japanese. 

Ruled by Japanese Soldiers. 

A Japanese battalion vccupies the bar- 
racks on the heights overlooking: the 
city. Japancse soldiers police. the city 
and two regiments f Japanese gre scat- 
tered along the 246 miles of railway 
built by the Germans to connect their 
seaport with the railway system which 
touches Pekin, Tientsin and Shanghai 
and connects those centers with the 
Yangtseklang and other great rivers 
penetrating the interior of China. 

The American Consul, M. R. Peck, 
returned to the city immediately 
after the siege and is looking after 
the interests of Americans and bel- 
ligerents in a semi-official way. He 
has no official standing and is in 
much the same position as the 
American Consuls in Belgium. To ap- 
ply for official recognition from the 
Japanese would imply admission by 
the United States of Japan’s sover- 
eignty here and over the entire con- 
cession once held by Germany. This 
comprises an area of many square 
miles along the bay in addition to 
the city proper, but does not include 
the town of Kiauchau, which is fre- 
quently confused with the conces- 
sion bearing the same name. 

In preparation for the attack on Tsing- 
tau the Japanese effected a landing in 
Lao-shan-wan Bay, 45 miles northwest 
of here, and constructed a temporary 
railway upon which they moved their 
28-centimeter guns and supplies to sites 
behind the hills surrounding the city. 
Germans and Chinese believed the Jap- 
anese would hold: this right-of-way and 
build a permanent line, but the Japa- 
nese have already taken up the rails 
ond abandoned the route. 

Little change has been made in the 
general appearance of the city by the 
Jupanese. ‘‘Rollschubahn” is the sign 
which still stands high above the roller 
skating rink. The name Schantung 
Eisenbahn Gesellschaft““ has not been 
painted out on the rolling stock of the 
railway and German signs are still in 
place above all the stations. ‘Kaiser 
Wilhelm Ufer“ flouts itself proudly on 
the street signs along the beautiful ma- 
rine drive. In all directions German 
names stand forth on the quaint gables 
aud towers of business houses which 
Luggest Heldelburg or Vienna. 

Railway Service Poor. 

Japanese soldiers ride on all the trains 
between Tsingtau and Tsi-nan. It re- 


Jauires 12 hours to make the trip of 246 


miles on the single passenger train run- 
ning each way daily and the service is 
very poor. War times, you know,” a 
Japanese officer remarked when the fact 
was mentioned that the Germans made 
the run in nine hours or less. The 
tracks were damaged somewhat by the 
high water this spring. Only. necessary 
repairs are being made by the Japanese, 
who say they do not want to spend any 
money until the ownership of the line is 
determined. Under German manage- 
ment the line made from 6 to 8 per cent 
annually. It has two short spurs into 
rch coal flelde and had a heavy coal 
haul. The Japanese say the line is not 
profitable. It is now carrying many cat- 
tle and large quantities. of hides and 
lard, which are sent to Viadivostok for 
the Russian army.

HROUGH the United States and 
Canada there are 900,000 miles of 
electric wire stretched overhead, which 
require the support of no less than 36,- 
000,000 poles. It is said that about 4-. 
000,000 poles are needed annually for re- 
newals and new lines. Well-stocked 
German forests, which are the best 
managed forests in the world, produce 
only 260 trees to the acre; the poles 
now standing would thus represent all 
the timber growing on more than 130, 
000 acres. 

In Canada considerably less than 100 
poles are cut to the acre, so that nearly 
500,000 acres of forests have been cut to 
obtain the poles now in use, and about 
60,000 acres are cut over each year to 
furnish the poles for renewals. That 
means cutting at the rate of 100 acres a 
day.

ENGINEER SEES 
-FLECTRIFICATION 
OF ALL RAILROADS 


N. W. Storer at Convention 
Here Says Central Plant Will 
Supply Current. 


That the future will see practically 
every railroad in America supplant 
steam locomotives with electric engines 
was a prediction made today to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by N. W. Storer of 
East Pittsburg, general engineer of the 


Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Co., who is attending the two-day 
session of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, which convened at 
the Planters Hotel at 10 a.m. 
Storer is the engineer who directed 
the partial electrification of the New 
Haven and the Norfolk &, Western 
railroadg, and the Pennsylvania lines if 
New York City. He said that this com- 
plete electrification of roads may be 
accomplished by {950—possibly earlier. 
One of the forces which has worked 
against it so far has been the conten- 
tions of various engineers as to which 
system is the best, but this has practi- 
cally died out, he added. He predicts 
that the future will see gigantic cen- 
tral power plants scattered over Amer- 
ica, which will supply electric power for 
the network of roads running out of 


each city. 


It will then be possible for hundreds 


their offices, and yet reach them each 
morning inside of 45 minutes by fast 
traction, where stops will not average 
more than once in 10 miles, he ex- 
plained. He said it would be possible to 
lessen this running time if the passen- 
gers cared to pay increased rates, but 
added that he thought that speed would 
suffice. 

Storer pointed out that this electri- 
fication of roads would give faster 
time when needed, cleaner passage, 
trains with double capacity, and 
possibly a lower upkeep hfter the 
cost of installation. Trains of more 
than 3000 tons are being hauled daily 
now over the almost mountainous 
grades of the Norfolk & Western 
Railroad by electric engines, he said, 
and when a flat country road is 
tlectrified the results are propor- 
tionately better. ; 

He explained that to increase the 
hauling power of a train it was only 
necessary to attdck another electric 
engine to the train. Both can be con- 
trolled by one, and he predicts that 
in the future an arrangement will 
be made by which an engine on the 
rear end may also be.controlled from 
the front cab. , 

Storer presided at the morning’s ses- 
sion in place of J. J. Carty, of New 
York City, who was unable to be pres- 
ent. Mayor Kiel extended welcome to 
the 200 visitors on behalf of the city, 
and J. W. Woermag, in behalf of the 
Associated Engineering Societies of St.

ton and Rhett of the baseball nine, all 
of whom are barred from further par- 
ticipation in Yale athletics by the pres- 
ent ruling. by 

The matter has been given very se- 
rious consideration by the Yale authori- 
ties for several weeks, and the fact that 
Legore's eligibility might be questioned 
has been one reason ts he has been 
kept on the second team. It was thought 
that because the violation was plainly 
technical, it might be waived by the 
authorities of Princeton and Harvard, 
but in the case of the former this was 
not’ done, and Legore and the other 
baséball men are definitely barred from 
all college athletics. 


Had Two More Years to Play. - 


Harry W. Legore is a Yale junior and 
the greatest fullback since Ted Coy, 
With two more years, it was expected 


he would be one of the greatest stars 
that ever played. He went to fa- 
ette for a year before coming to Yale, 
ut, because of his plans to come to 
Yale, did not play either football or 
baseball, and the only sport in which 
he took any part was tennis. 

He entered Yale in the fall of 1913. 
Last year, as a sophomore, he was star 
of the varulty. e had done the var- 
sity punting, drop-kicking and most of 
the carrying of the ball. He is a hard 
and fearless player, and would doubt- 
less have been slected captain of the 
varsity football team for next year had

DOCTOR DECLARES 


Dr. George Dock Says Condition 
Is Due to Better Methods of 
Obtaining Drinking Water. 


Dr. George Dock, professor of medi- 
eine at the Washington University Med- 
feal School, said in a lecture on In- 
fectious and Contagious Diseases” at 
the Children’s Hospital yesterday after- 
moon that typhoid fever has been prac- 
tleally stamped out of St. Louis by the 
improvement of the conditions under 


which drinking water is obtained. 
“There is practically no typhoid fever 
in this city,” he said. 

Several years ago all large cities had 
enormous death rates from this dis- 
fase, but now it has become so rare 
that medical schools experience diffi- 
culty in obtaining cases for observa- 
tion, he pointed out. Dr. Dock declared 
t. vaccine to be very beneficial 
in Cases where the subject comes in 
contact with typhoid carriers, despite 
the fact that immunity was only gained 
for about two years. 

Typhoid fever, which formerly was 
classed with typhus fever, the scourge 
that is at present devastating Servia, is 
caused by bacilli living in dirty water 
and at times in shell fish clams and 
oysters. Infected oysters often produce 
severe epidemics, the doctor said, and 
as every patient is a potential disease 

„it is of public importance that 
‘typhoid be stamped out. 

Malaria, Dr. Dock explained, was 
caused by parasites contained in the 
‘saliva of the female mosquito of the 
genus Anopheles. These mosquitoes 
‘breed in small stagnant bodies of water, 
as rain barrels, gutter spouts, tomato 
cans, and even in the bathrooms and 
kitchens of modern dwellings. 

The germ that causes infantile paraly- 
sis Was discovered four years ago, ac- 
cording to Dr. Dock, by a New York 
physician, who conducted his experi- 
ments on monkeys. Infected monkeys 
developed the same symptoms as infect- 
ed children, and thus yielded valuable 
discoveries.
